King Ewan I. The only thing worthy of 
notice, is the church of CAR TME, a hand- 
ſome gothic edifice.

It was built and 
endowed with the manor of CAR TMEL by 
WIILIAM Mariscar, the elder, Earl of PxM- 
BROKE, in 1188, according to ſome; but as 
in the foundation deed mention is made of 
Hezxgyll, Ricaasp, and Hawgy the younger, 
his lord the King, it appears rather to have 
been faunded in the beginning of that reign; 
for Wi. Lia M the elder, Earl of PxMBRoxs, 
died in the fourth or fifth year of that reign, 
viz. Heway III. He gave it to the canons 
regular ot St. AvsTin, reſerving to himſelf 
and his heirs the right of 9 to them 
the conge deſlire of a. prior, who ſhould be 
independent of all others, and never to be 
erected into an abbey.
